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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  Board  held  a  reorganization  meeting  shortly  after  the  March  Town 
Meeting  for  the  purpose  of  setting  up  regulations  that  the  board  would 
follow  in  thy  coming  year.  Copies  were  posted  on  door  of  the  Town 
Office. 

Property  inventories  and  veterans  exemption  forms  were  mailed. 
Approximately  600  forms  were  sent  and  approximately  100  were  returned 
by  the  property  owners.  Once  again,  we  would  like  to  remind  you  that 
property  owners  are  required  to  file  taxable  property  with  the  board  each 
year.  Failing  to  file  an  inventory  forfeits  your  right  to  redress  to  the  board 
and  to  the  Tax  Commission. 

Specifications  for  the  road  projects  were  drawn  with  the  Road  Agent 
and  advertised  for  bids.  Submitting  the  proposals  for  bids  early  gave  the 
Town  the  advantage  of  receiving  a  lower  bid  below  the  estimates.  The 
savings  were  used  to  gravel  an  additional  3  tenths  of  a  mile  on  the 
Pinecrest  Road. 

Specifications  for  the  fire  station  with  the  Fire  Chief  were  drawn  and 
advertised  for  bids.  Work  on  the  heating  system  and  deep  well  were 
completed  in  a  workmanlike  fashion.  The  alterations  to  the  building  were 
finally  completed. 

The  Library  Trustees  requested  assistance  in  drawing  specifications  for 
the  parking  lot.  Although  the  Library  by  law  is  a  separate  entity,  we  were 
more  than  willing  to  cooperate  with  them.  The  availability  of  land  made  a 
smaller  parking  lot  than  would  be  desirable  but  it  is  a  welcome 
improvement. 

The  Board  has  always  felt  that  preliminary  work  is  only  one  of  the 
steps.  Therefore  at  least  one  Selectman  along  with  the  department  head 
concerned  would  make  a  progress  inspection  daily  while  the  work  projects 
were  in  progress.  This  is  time  consuming  but  necessary. 

Assessing  property  is  one  of  the  many  functions  delegated  by  Statute  to 
the  Selectmen.  Professional  appraisers  differ  widely  in  their  method  and 
opinions.  Selectmen  are  required  to  follow  the  opinions  and 
interpretations  of  the  State  Tax  Commission.  Addressing  your  inquiries  to 
the  assessors  and  only  to  them  will  save  you  from  the  many 
misconceptions  that  are  rampant. 

The  apparent  lack  of  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  Town  make  it  very 
difficult  to  fill  the  vacancies  that  occur  in  the  various  boards.  Additional 
members  are  needed  for  the  Recreation  and  Conservation  Conmiission. 
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During  the  past  year  a  near  tragedy  was  averted  by  the  alertness  and 
efficiency  of  Officer  Harry  Hogancamp.  It  was  a  pleasure  for  the  Board  to 
publicly  commend  Officer  Hogancamp. 

The  additional  funds  voted  for  the  Selectmen's  Clerical  assistant  have 
been  a  tremendous  help.  More  of  the  general  office  work  will  be  delegated 
to  this  competent  clerk  so  that  the  Selectmen  will  have  more  time  to 
attend  State  and  area  meetings  that  will  be  benificial  to  the  Town. 

This  is  only  a  brief  synopsis  of  some  of  the  work  of  the  Board  this  past 
year.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  1968 

Once  again  it  is  time  to  report  to  the  residents  of  Litchfield  the  police 
activities  of  another  year.  The  rapid  growth  of  Litchfield,  doubHng  in  the 
last  eight  years,  and  a  predicted  doubling  again  in  four  years,  presents 
added  problems  to  your  department.  For  one  thing,  with  fast  growth  we 
lose  personal  contact  with  many  of  our  people.  Especially  it  hurts  if  we 
lose  a  close  relationship  with  the  children  and  teenagers.  Our  town  has 
been  fortunate  in  juvenile  problems.  The  young  people  are  to  be 
commended  for  their  conduct  not  only  on  Halloween,  but  throughout  the 
year.  This  reflects  on  the  caliber  of  the  parents.  I  sincerely  hope  that  the 
boys  and  girls  will  continue  to  accept  the  poHce  department  members  as 
their  personal  friends  and  confidants. 

One  thing  that  has  been  a  problem  this  past  year  is  fire  arms.  The 
release  for  sale  of  air  rifles  has  added  to  the  problem.  With  good  parental 
cooperation  this  has  been  controlled  and  also  the  use  of  fire  arms.  Both  are 
good  if  used  under  supervision  and  with  careful  instruction. 

The  wide  spread  use  of  drugs  and  other  stimulants  has  not  gained  a  foot 
hold  in  our  town,  but  constant  vigilance  must  be  maintained.  It  is  so  easy 
for  some  young  person  to  try  drugs  and  become  addicted.  We  have 
checked  out  several  suspicious  circumstances  and  have  come  up  with 
negative  results.  The  men  know  what  signs  to  look  for  and  are  alert  to  the 
possibihties.  Several  areas  of  the  town  have  been  watched  for  the  so  called 
"beer  parties",  resulting  in  very  few  chances  of  gathering  in  wooded  areas. 

We  hope  that  if  you  people  notice  suspicious  actions  along  the  lines  you 
will  notify  us.  Information  will  remain  confidential.  It  is  a  sad  experience 
for  a  parent  to  be  notified  that  a  son  or  daughter  has  been  locked  up  for 
being  drunk  or  under  the  influence  of  drugs.  It  CAN  happen. 
Let's  not  have  it  happen  here. 

This  year  we  added  five  auxiliary  officers  to  the  department.  They  have 
begun  training  in  the  various  duties  of  the  department.  Classroom  as  well 
as  on  the  road.  One  of  the  first  things  taught  was  the  use  of  the 
resusitator.  They  have  worked  at  various  functions  and  also  on  private 
duty.  Private  duty  is  paid  by  the  person  or  company  hiring  the  officer,  not 
by  the  town. 

The  accident  rate  has  shown  a  big  increase  this  past  year.  Last  January 
and  this  November  and  December  saw  many  skidding  accidents,  mostly 
one  car.  Fortunately  no  one  was  seriously  injured,  but  the  property 
damage  ran  to  over  thirty  thousand  dollars.  It  is  so  true  that  many  of  the 
accidents  happen  close  to   home. 
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More  and  more  citizens  call  us  when  they  are  leaving  on  trips  or  closing 
their  home  for  vacations.  We  appreciate  this  as  it  gives  us  the  opportunity 
to  pay  attention  to  their  homes.  Litchfield  has  been  very  fortunate  in  the 
number  of  house  breaks.  If  you  leave,  notify  us.  Leave  the  house  with  a 
natural  look,  a  lived  in  appearance.  Have  your  neighbors  call  if  they  see 
suspicious  persons  or  circumstances. 

It  has  been  appreciated  that  this  past  year  several  persons  have  given 
time  in  testifying  as  wittnesses,  and  others  have  assisted  ably.  This  shows 
that  people  do  care  and  are  concerned. 

With  the  added  growth  in  buildings  and  people  we  have  more  calls  and 
more  problems.  What  used  to  be  routine  police  work  today  is  complicated 
by  new  laws  and  new  court  decisions.  How  long  the  department  can  be 
maintained  on  a  part  time  basis  is  questionable.  Both  police  and  fire  are 
emergency  departments.  An  emergency  can  happen  any  time,  not  at  the 
convenience  of  the  department  or  the  people  involved.  Over  the  years  we 
have  been  fortunate.  We  have  handled  many  emergencies  and,  I  believe, 
handled  them  well. 

Every  phase  of  law  enforcement  is  more  complicated  and  more  time 
consuming.  Today  before  questioning  a  suspect  they  must  be  advised  of 
their  rights,  three  or  more  times,  also  in  writing.  This  even  applies  to 
questioning  traffic  violators. 

I  wish  to  extend  to  my  officers  my  sincere  thanks  for  their  efforts  and 
also  to  our  citizens  who  have  assisted  us.

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AUXILIARY  POLICE 

During  1968  an  auxiliary  police  force  of  five  men  was  formed.  The 
purpose  is  to  have  additional  trained  men  available  for  emergencies  and 
special  detail  work.  Also  with  more  private  demand  for  officers  this 
spreads  out  the  work  load. 

The  men  are  under  the  supervision  of  Sgt.  Donald  Young,  and  he  also 
heads  the  training  program.  It  is  hoped  that  by  this  coming  season  all 
angles  of  poHce  work  will  have  been  studied.  Also  the  effective  use  of  the 
police  resuscitator.  The  men  are  in  uniform  when  on  duty,  but  like  the  rest 
of  the  officers  in  an  emergency  or  an  accident  they  respond  as  is. 

This  past  season  they  have  handled  private  duty  and  also  worked  with 
the  regular  men  on  patrols  and  road  checks.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

People  cause  fires.  Our  records  show  that  the  number  of  fires  increase 
in  an  area  as  the  population  increases  and  our  state  is  growing 
tremendously.  This  means  that  we  all  must  be  aware  of  fire  causes  and  do 
our  best  to  prevent  their  occurrence. 

When  we  are  very  young  the  lighted  matches  is  an  adventure,  burnt 
fingers  and  a  dropped  match  is  another  fire.  A  little  older  we  like  to  have  a 
woodland  cookout,  or  go  out  by  ourselves  for  a  smoke  but  fire  and  forests 
get  together  for  another  statistic.  We  adults  like  to  clean  up  in  the  Spring, 
burn  the  old  debris  and  the  dead  grass,  result  —  escaped  fires  and  much 
personal  expense. 

With  new  homes  and  summer  cottages  located  in  woodlands  and  with 
abandoned  fields  and  forests  crowding  the  back  yard  of  our  villages' 
streets,  it  is  necessary  that  everyone  be  aware  all  through  the  fire  season, 
which  comes  with  the  disappearance  of  snow,  of  the  need  to  be  careful 
with  outdoor  fires  and  fire  sources. 

The  following  action  will  help: 

1.  To  teach  our  children  the  danger  of  lighted  matches. 

2.  To  NEVER  discard  lighted  smoking  material  from  a  car  or  while 
walking  through  fields  or  woods. 

3.  To  safely  dispose  of  rubbish  preferably  at  the  town  dump. 
If  you  must  burn  — 

a.  You  need  a  written  permit  from  the  town  fire  warden  for  ALL  debris 
burning  except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow.  Cooking 
fires  in  outdoor  fireplaces  or  in  charcoal  braisers  in  your  own 
back   yard  is  permitted  on  notification  of  the  warden. 

b.  The  warden  is  forbidden  by  regulation  to  allow  burning  of 
household  rubbish  on  GRASS  by  householders  between  9:00 
A.M.  and  5:00  P.M. 

c.  Have  equipment  on  hand  to  control  the  fire  BEFORE  you  light  the 
match. 

Help  to  keep  our  town  out  of  the  fire  occurrence  column  and  save  your 
tax  dollars  for  useful  purposes. 

4.  Promptly  report  any  fire  out  of  control  to  your  fire  warden  or  fire 
department.

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ROAD  AGENTS  REPORT  FOR  1968 

All  of  the  projects  suggested  for  1968  were  completed.  Due  to  the  fact 
that  we  were  able  to  advertise  the  rebuilding  job  on  Cutler  Road  early  and 
that  other  jobs  were  slow  in  starting,  we  had  nine  (9)  firms  bidding  on  this 
job.  With  this  competition  the  low  bid  of  Ducharme's  of  Hudson  was  less 
than  anticipated.  They  did  a  very  satisfactory  job.  On  the  two  (2)  graveling 
jobs  on  Pinecrest  Road,  each  of  which  was  three  tenths  (3/10)  of  a  mile 
long,  Ducharme  was  again  the  low  bidder. 

The  State  Highway  Dept.  came  in  with  their  equipment  and  remixed 
the  section  of  Page  Road  built  in  1967,  which  had  a  rough  surface.  It  is 
now  in  good  condition.  They  also  did  the  paving  on  Cutler  Road.  The 
State  Highway  Dept.  has  always  been  very  cooperative  on  any  road 
problems. 

We  have  also  resealed  with  asphalt  one  mile  of  Page  Road  and  Louise 
Drive. 

Suggested  for  1969  would  be  to  regrade  and  pave  Courtland  and 
Woodland  Drives.  Gravel  the  three  tenths  of  a  mile  on  Pinecrest  Road, 
starting  at  the  Londonderry  Town  line  back  to  the  start  of  the  1968 
graveling  project. 

We  should  accelerate  our  resealing  the  pavements  on  existing  roads  to 
protect  the  investment  we  have  spent  in  building  them.  A  sealing  coat  of 
asphalt  every  three  or  at  the  most  four  years,  will  protect  them.

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CONSERVATION  &  RECREATION  COMMISSION 

The  Litchfield  Conservation  and  Recreation  Commission  was  slow  in 
getting  off  the  ground  in  that  the  Commissioners  were  not  all  selected 
until  late  in  the  summer  and  we  did  not  get  a  fifth  member  until  late  in 
December.  We  held  our  organizational  meeting  in  October  and  three 
meetings  and  one  tour  have  been  held.  The  3rd  Monday  of  the  month  has 
been  selected  as  our  regular  meeting  date. 

We  have  decided  to  go  ahead  with  the  initial  development  plans  for  the 
proposed  Litchfield  Park  on  the  Brickyard  Brook.  Much  can  be 
accomplished  in  cleaning  up  the  area  with  volunteer  labor  and  little  cash 
outlay.  The  area  is  quite  small  and,  in  fact,  there  is  no  room  for  parking  or 
for  a  safe  entrance  until  more  land  is  secured  from  the  present  owners. 

We  feel  that  it  would  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  town  to  purchase  or 
secure  an  option  to  purchase  all  of  the  McElwain  land  on  the  West  side  of 
the  Charles  Bancroft  Highway.  This  would  make  it  possible  to  eventually 
make  a  large  park  from  the  highway  to  the  river  and  also  a  town  beach  for 
public  swimming  and  a  public  boat  dock.  Merrimack  River  is  supposed  to 
be  cleaned  up  within  the  next  7  years  and  the  town  should  plan  ahead  and 
be  ready.  The  extra  land  would  be  available  for  future  school  construction, 
recreation  areas  and  possibly  for  the  construction  of  a  Community  Hall 
and  Recreation  Center  as  the  town  continues  to  grow  and  the  need  arises. 

We  have  applied  to  the  Spaulding  Potter  Charitable  Trust  Fund  for 
$250.00  to  make  a  Town  Survey.  In  this  survey,  200  home  owners  will  be 
interviewed  as  to  the  conservation  and  recreation  needs  of  the  town. 

There  is  a  definite  need  for  recreation  of  some  sort  for  the  residents  of 
the  town.  We  have  suggested  that  the  Selectmen  lease  the  Rodonis  Farm 
Pond  and  have  it  plowed  for  skating.  We  have  also  suggested  that  the 
Selectmen  contact  Mr.  Ducharme  to  see  if  arrangements  can  be  made  so 
that  the  townspeople  can  use  his  newly  constructed  pond  on  the  Chase 
Brook  for  swimming  in  1969. 

During  the  year  1969,  we  hope  to  really  study  the  resources  of  the 
town  to  see  if  there  are  other  areas  that  should  be  preserved  or  developed 
for  wildlife  and  or  recreation  use.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  the  Citizens  of  Litchfield: 

On  November  1,  1968,  our  elementary  school  enrollment  was  231 
pupils  distributed  throughout  eight  grades.  We  had  two  divisions  of  grade 
one  with  single  divisions  at  all  other  grade  levels.  These  points  suggest  the 
constant  growth  that  has  become  characteristic  of  Litchfield  and  her 
surrounding  neighbors. 

We  expect  that  1969-70  will  find  255  pupils  in  these  eight  grades  with 
two  divisions  in  both  grades  one  and  two.  This  will  require  an  additional 
elementary  teacher  and  bring  our  instructional  staff  to  ten  full-time 
teachers  and  one  teaching  principal.  These  additional  pupils  will  require 
additional  textbooks  and  supplies.  These  expenses  in  addition  to  teacher 
salary  increases  constitute  the  basic  budgetary  increases. 

Litchfield  has  been  fortunate  in  retaining  an  excellent  teaching  staff 
and  should  make  every  financial  effort  to  continue  these  experienced 
teachers  in  our  elementary  school.  Our  only  new  teacher  is  Mrs.  Beverly 
Geisinger,  who  joined  our  staff  in  October  as  the  second  of  two  first  grade 
teachers.  Mrs.  Geisinger  and  Miss  McNaught  divided  a  first  grade  of 
thirty -nine  children  into  two  classes  of  highly  desirable  teaching  size. 

The  citizens  of  Litchfield  must  recognize  the  necessity  for  beginning  to 
plan  for  expanded  and  additional  elementary  school  facilities  and  be  alert 
to  neighboring  school  studies  which  could  have  a  pronounced  effect  on  the 
future  educational  opportunities  for  its  high  school  students. 

In  conclusion  I  extend  my  appreciation  to  the  school  board,  the 
instructional  staff  and  to  others  who  have  contributed  to  the  educational 
progress  of  the  children  of  Litchfield.

The  following  paragraphs  constitute  my  report,  as  Assistant 
Superintendent,  in  the  School  District  of  Litchfield,  New  Hampshire. 

The  current  school  year  has  seen  unusual  growth  at  the  first  grade  level 
and  the  necessity  for  an  additional  first  grade  teacher.  Children  at  this  level 
require  quite  different  programs  from  older  children  because  they  have 
important  developmental  differences.  Development  in  the  first  grade 
youngsters  progresses  rapidly  with  great  changes  in  motor,  language, 
adaptive,  and  personal  social  skills  taking  place  within  a  single  year.  Yet, 
learning  and  growth,  themselves,  are  quite  irregular  so  teachers  at  this  level 
must  be  ready  to  back-up  or  go  forward,  helping  the  child  to  meet  with 
success  and  challenging  hime  with  what  is  to  come  next  in  this  process. 
This  type  of  instruction  requires  a  student-  teacher  ratio  that  does  not 
surpass  25-1  but  comes  as  close  to  20-1  as  is  possible.  With  the  additional 
teacher,  the  desired  ratio  has  been  made  possible  and  all  the  youngsters 
concerned  should  reach  their  optimum  potential  during  this  first  year  of 
their  school  experience.  Also,  with  anticipated  enrollments  for  the  coming 
year,  it  will  be  necessary  to  maintain  two  first  grades  and  add  one  second 
grade  in  order  to  keep  the  quality  of  our  educational  program  at  its 
present  level. 

Our  school  library  has  continued  to  improve  thanks,  primarily,  to  the 
efforts  of  Mrs.  Merrow.  In  an  era,  characterized  by  what  we  call 
the"knowledge  explosion",  and  taking  into  consideration  the  constant 
demands  placed  on  the  schools  by  our  dynamic  society  a  quality  Ubrary  is 
an  essential  element  in  every  school.  The  school  library  fulfills  a  double 
function,  providing  the  teachers  with  a  means  of  enriching  the  content  of 
their  courses,  while  also  making  available  to  the  youngsters  the  wide 
variety  of  printed  materials  necessary  to  supplement  their  regular  school 
program. 

The  library  program  should  make  extensive  use  of  a  rich  and  varied 
school  media  collection  that  meets  the  needs  and  abilities  of  each  student 
and  makes  use  of  a  variety  of  approaches  available  through  television, 
radio,  films,  filmstrips,  film  loops,  recordings,  realia,  slides,  transparencies, 
and  a  basic  collection  of  printed  materials.  Some  of  these  material  needs 
are  reflected  in  the  instructional  area  of  our  budgetary  requests. 
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Once  again  Litchfield  is  the  recipient  of  special  funds  being  made 
available  through  Title  II  of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act 
of  1965.  These  funds  are  designed  to  be  used  specifically  for  the  purpose 
of  improving  our  libraries  through  additional  books  and  related  materials. 
This  year  Litchfield  will  receive  approximately  $198.00. 

Special  reading  instruction  has  again  been  made  available  partially 
through  funds  received  from  Title  I  of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary 
Education  Act  of  1965.  In  order  to  help  in  the  planning  and  evaluation  of 
our  Title  I  project  we  have  organized  a  committee  of  school  personnel  and 
parents.  The  function  of  this  committee  is  to  become  informed  as  to  the 
purpose  of  our  Title  I  project,  evaluate  it,  and  help  in  the  organization  and 
proposal  of  a  new  program  for  the  coming  year.  It  is  our  hope  that  they 
will  also  be  able  to  reflect  whether  or  not  the  needs  of  the  educationally 
and  culturally  deprived  children  of  the  School  District  of  Litchfield  are 
best  being  served  through  this  program.  During  the  current  year  Litchfield 
will  receive  approximately  $2,075.00. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  thank  the  School  Board  and  yourself  for  your 
direction  and  guidance,  Mr.  Perkins  and  the  entire  school  staff  for  their 
unfailing  cooperation  and  finally  the  citizens  of  Litchfield  for  their 
commitment  to  excellence  in  the  total  educational  program.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL

Dear  Mr.  Leavitt: 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  report  that  during  the  school  year  of  1967-68  the 
Litchfield  School  has  greatly  improved  its  effectiveness  in  preparing  the 
students  for  the  challenge  of  high  school.  Among  the  many  factors  that 
have  contributed  to  this  accompHshment  is  the  stability  over  the  past  three 
years  within  the  teaching  staff,  most  of  whom  have  taken  additional 
educational  credits  through  out  this  year. 

The  Remedial  Reading  program  which  is  in  its  third  year  has  made 
considerable  progress  in  upgrading  the  reading  levels  and  proficiency  of  the 
participating  students.  This  has  had  the  effect  of  enabling  the  classroom 
teacher  to  proceed  at  a  more  rapid  rate  in  the  total  reading  program  as  well 
as  in  other  fields  of  instruction.  Through  the  use  of  standardized  reading 
tests  which  are  administered  at  the  beginning  and  the  end  of  each  year  to 
all  students,  we  have  been  able  to  more  accurately  evaluate  the  results  of 
the  reading  program. 

Due  to  the  large  enrollment  in  the  first  grade  this  year  it  was  necessary 
to  divide  the  class  and  create  another  first  grade. 

We  now  have  a  music  program  for  grades  one  through  six.  This  program 
consists  of  group  singing  instruction  as  well  as  instruction  in  limited  forms 
of  folk-dancing.  Music  instruction  is  under  the  able  supervision  of  Mrs. 
Wilmerlee  Findley,  our  second  grade  teacher.  Mrs.  Findley  has  had  several 
years  of  experience  in  the  supervision  of  music. 

Again  this  year  the  large  double  room  has  served  multiple  purposes.  It 
has  made  possible  the  utilization  of  the  Educational  TV  programs  which 
are  shown  on  Channel  1 1  from  the  University  of  New  Hampshire.  Grades 
one  through  eight  participate  in  two  or  three  of  these  educational 
programs  each  week.  The  double  room  has  also  been  a  facility  in  which  to 
present  the  various  programs  made  available  through  the  Center  For  Arts 
Exposure  in  Manchester.  It  has  afforded  an  opportunity  for  school 
assembly  programs,  educational  films  and  social  activities  for  Junior  High 
School  students.  A  number  of  organizations  connected  with  the  school  or 
town,  have  also  enjoyed  the  use  of  the  double  room  for  meetings  and 
other  activities. 
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The  contents  of  our  library  have  continued  to  grow,  thanks  to  the 
funds  made  available  from  the  town  as  well  as  from  Title  II.  Two  of  our 
teachers  have  taken  courses  in  library  work  and  as  a  result  of  this  are  much 
better  qualified  to  help  us  in  the  selection  on  new  books.  Particular 
attention  has  been  given  to  reference  material  and  enrichment  areas. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  acquired  a  considerable  amount  of 

audio-visual  enrichment  material,  film  strips  and  overhead  transparencies. 

The  P.T.O.  has  been  a  continuous  source  of  co-operation  and  support  as 

is  evidenced  by  their  action  this  year  in  providing  the  teachers  with  new 

furniture  in  the  teacher's  room.  This  has  been  greatly  appreciated. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  School  Board, 
Mr.  Leavitt  and  Mr.  Dolloff  and  the  citizens  of  Litchfield  for  the 
co-operation  and  support  they  have  afforded  me  during  these  past  three 
years.
